The issuing of special beer 
licenses for picnic parties will not 
be permitted in the future, accord 


ing to an amendment to the Liquor 
Control Act introduced by Mrs. Nel 
lie McClung, Liberal member for 
Hdmonton and which was carried in 
the legislature yesterday 

The amendment was opposed 
several members on both sides 
the house. The chief contention was 
that the privilege had not been 
abused in the past, and that 
was no good reason for doing away 
with any provision that had worked 
out satisfactorily 

During the past year twenty-two 
special beer licenses were issued by 
the commissioner for picnics and in 
only one instafice had there been any

Mrs. McClung said that there were 
often fights and other unsatisfactory 
results where liquor was consumed 
in large quantities and she propos 
ed to have the pienics free from 
such at any rate.

W. M .Washburn, Farmer mem- 
ber for Stony Plain, challenged the 
contention, declaring that he had 
Witnessed many parties where beer 
had been consumed, and said that 
the fights described were rarely 
secn. He said that the present pro- 
vision wag quite in order, and if the 
amendment was passed it would do 
more harm than good. 

8S. Carson, Farmer member for 
Sturgeon also supported the propos- 
ed measure. J. W. Heffernan, Lib- 
erul member for Edmonton, how- 
ever, opposed the amendment on 
the grounds that there were no in- 
dications to show that the privilege 
had been abused in any way. He also 
said that the liquor commissioner 
could refuse to grant the permits in 
ease he thought the results would 
not be entirely proper,

After July t of this year club 
licenses will only be issued one year 
after the application has been filed 
with complete description of he 
premises, whieh must satisfac 
tory to the board. The objects of this 
fmenament is to allow the board 
sufficient time to determine whether 
the clubs making application are 
bona fide or are merely attempting 
fo secure a license for the purpose 
of inaking money. 

Attorney General Brownlee 
troducing the amendment said 
there had been a tendency to 
altogether unnecessary clubs 
small towns solely for “the purpose 
of securing a license. If the organ- 
izations were required to make ap- 
plication one year befor» the license 
was granted the board would 
sufficient time to check up on the 
nature of the club and determine 
whether or not the premises were 
suitable for the purpose.

I" al! the motorists who have ended their careers ingloriously at grade crossings while in a whole-souled, 1 
not very sensible effort to beat a fust train, could be mobilized and sent into some new Balaclava, they 
would make the old boy's adventure immortalized by Tennyson look as mild as a Sunday schoo! picnic. The 
cavairyman who is ordered to take a gallop into the Jaws of death really has no option. He gets his orders 
and, preferring to die in front of the foe instead of jn front of a firing squad, he does as he is told. But no 
such stern compulsion urges the reckless motorist. He dares death for the sheer thrill of it and {f, very 
frequently, gets an overdose of thrill, perbaps he is sport enough in his last moments on earth to be a good 
loser. 
Humane souls who cannot understand the urge that causes men to stamp on the throttle when a crossing 
and a speeding train loom ahead are al! for abolishing the grade crossing. ‘The average cost for eliminating a 
grade crossing runs from $75,000 to $100,000 and the grade crossings in this country are something over 
100,000. To do away with all these crossings even at the minimum estimate would cost seventy-five million 
dollars If a motorist does not consider his own life and those with him in the car worth the exercise of a little 
elementary caution, why talk of penalizing the rallways to the tune of a sum that 1s economically absurd on 
the face of ¥ 
The only practical way to cut the toll of human life taken by grade crossings is to make drivers of auto- 
mobiles behave with greater caution. This, undoubtedly, can be done by a judicious combination of education 
and penalties tor the infraction of the rules of plain common sense. Probably not more than three per cent o 
the automobile drivers of the country are absolutely reckless or criminally careless. Something stronger than - 
mere educational programme will be needed to cure this wildeyed three per cent
